It is sincerely believed that this invention is clearly of no 
interest from a security standpoint, as it relates to the 
modification of existing equipment previously used for producing 
methanol from natural gas into eguipment which is to be used for 
producing liquid hydrocarbons from natural gas. The present 
invention allows existing but idle (basically commercially useless) 
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methanol plants to be refurbished and modified for use in producing 
valuable and much needed liquid hydrocarbon products (e.g. diesel) . 
The basic equipment used in the invention is known and is available 
internationally with the novelty of the present invention lying in 
the how existing equipment is assembled and operated to produce a 
different product. Accordingly, the present invention is merely an 
novel extension of the natural gas processing technology which is 
already available to the international community and ,as such, should 
not present any security issues.
